Internment Camp Hay, Camp Seven Bank. World War II. The offerings in the following 
two lots were issued for use within Internment Camp, Hay. This series was printed in 
three denominations; Six Pence, One Shilling, and Two Shilling. With most pieces Stamp 
Cancelled, or destroyed, very few survivors exist. Of those, seldom are available lightly 
circulated and fully original like the pieces we are offering. These two, to our knowledge, 
are the finest certified examples. 

These notes are designed by George Teltscher, who is also the designer of the Austrian 
Schilling coin of 1934. Both notes show a Merino Ram enclosed by a shield, that is 
then flanked by a Kangaroo and Emu with a ribbon below that reads “Camp Seven 
Bank.” When looking at the Ram’s fur, noticeable is Camp leader Andrew Eppenstein’s 
last name engraved in the coat. 

In addition to the hidden “Eppenstein” engravings in the ram, the notes also include 
additional hidden messages. WE ARE HERE repeats in the barbed wire that surrounds 
the notes which was the theme song of the Internment Camp. At left of the Kangaroo, 
secretly written, is the ship name H.M.T Dunera, which was the ship that transported 
the detainees from Liverpool to Australia. At right of the Emu vignette Liverpool to Hay 
appears to be written in the fence signifying the journey taken by the detainees. 

On the reverse, 25 more rams appear to commemorate the 25 huts in the camp bearing 
the number 7(Camp Seven), in addition to the names of the hut leaders inscribed in 
their wool. Some collectors argue these are just prominent internees and not necessarily 
hut leaders. “THIS NOTE IS VALID ONLY WITHIN THE BOUNDARIES OF CAMP 
SEVEN INTERMENT CAMP HAY” is printed in bold on the reverse along with “The 
Bank is under no obligation to honour this Note if presented by Holders outside of this 
Camp.” in italics. 

These notes were printed by Harry Byers in the newspaper, Riverine Grazier’s, printing 
station. It is believed that of the series that produced around 9,000 total pieces in total, 
only 200 survived.

SBG presents 
this first issue British Honduras One Dollar note in its first ever public offering. It has been in private hands since the mid-1890s, 
and passed down through the subsequent generations. 

The 1894 British Honduras One Dollar issued notes are prohibitively rare; only three pieces are known, including this one. The 
other two are the Pick plate note, which is in abysmal condition, and one in private hands which is reputed to be part of an 
unprecedented, private British Honduras collection. No issued example of any of the five higher values has ever come to light. 

First issue British Honduras notes in any form are conspicuously absent from virtually all of the worlds greatest collections. An 
issued 1894 example such as this one clearly rivals in rarity, exclusivity, and desirability even such major pieces as the vaunted 
Zanzibar notes. 

The 1894 British Honduras issue was withdrawn and destroyed after only two months, while the Zanzibar series ran for twenty 
years. Also, the note issuance for British Honduras was scaled for an insignificant colonial backwater with a miniscule population 
and economy, while Zanzibar for centuries was one of the world s major spice sources and slave exporters, and also an international 
seaport at the nexus of the trade routes of Africa, Arabia, India, and the Orient. And finally, this One Dollar 1894 British Honduras 
note is the one single issued example in the PMG population report, in contrast to the much more numerous Zanzibar pieces. 

In establishing an estimate for this extraordinary note, we have opted not to key it to the price we achieved last year for a Zanzibar 
5 Rupee note ($129,250) but rather, as always, to watch as you, our esteemed bidders, take charge.

Balanced centering and elaborate manuscript signatures present. The note is signed by E.(nerst) B.(ickham) Sweet-Escott, as Colonial 
Secretary (later Governor) of British Honduras. Additional signatures are C.(arlos) Melhado, and H.(enry) C.(harles) Usher. 

Stylized floral borders, intricate lathe work, including floral pattern, and stars within circles. The Crown above CC (Crown Colony) 
watermarks. PMG mentions splits and rust in the comments section; they are more noticeable on the reverse. They also mention 
an C( ink stamp.” PMG did not realize that this stamp is officially printed, indicating city of issue, Belize, and the date, OC(tober) 17, 
(18)94. The left margin is serrated where the counterfoil was once attached. 

PROVENANCE 

Seldom does Stacks Bowers Galleries have the privilege and satisfaction of presenting a note of such impeccable, unbroken, 
important provenance. Albert E. Morlan was the American Consul in the city of Belize, British Honduras through two 
appointments in the late 19th Century. 

Albert Edmund Morlan was born in 1850, into a well-to-do Quaker family. Their fortune was destroyed in the Panic of 1857, 
and his father died when Albert was sixteen. At age 21, he apprenticed with a German jeweler, learning that language along with 
the trade. At 22, he began work in New Orleans, where he became proficient in French. At 29, he set up a jewelry and general 
merchandise business in Belize City, and in 1882, based on his sterling (“NPI”) reputation, he was appointed U. S. Consul there by 
President Chester A. Arthur. 

He resigned his post in order to re-establish his business in New Orleans, with branches in Central America, including in Belize. 
In 1895, President Grover Cleveland re-appointed him as consul, where he distinguished himself and his office by submitting to 
the U. S. Government his insightful reports on trade, by facilitating varied commercial initiatives in Belize by American businesses, 
and by promoting bi-lateral export and import between British Honduras and the United States. He became widely well-known 
in the highest political, business, and social circles for his engaging personality and language skills, and thereby created much 
good will toward the United States, a commodity often in short supply in Central America. 

The paper money collecting community is fortunate that Consul Morlan was present during the ephemeral life of the 1894 note 
emission, and safeguarded this extraordinary example for posterity. At his death in 1926, this note was bequeathed by him to his 
son, Edward Morlan, and from Edward to his son, Charles Morlan, and from Charles to his daughter, our consignor and great 
granddaughter of Albert.

Stacks Bowers Galleries is thrilled to 
follow the prohibitively rare issued British Honduras One Dollar note with an even rarer specimen Five Dollars 
of the same 1894 first emission. We have verified only two 1894 Five Dollar specimens ever presented; this one 
is by far the finer of the two. 


As with the issued One Dollar in the prior lot, this Five Dollar note has been held privately for decades, and 
as the One Dollar, also is presented publicly here for the first time. An issued and a specimen example have 
never been offered together in the same sale, and we are proud to be the first auction house to present not 
one, but two possibilities for distinguished powerful collections to showcase each of these notes. Although the 
general collecting community may not yet be fully aware of the exceptional rarity of this series, the simple fact 
is that virtually no collection, even the most advanced, can boast of a first issue British Honduras note. Such an 
opportunity is as rare as the notes themselves. 


Immediately apparent as an identifying characteristic of the 1894 first issue is “The Government of British 
Honduras” printed in a straight line. An equally obvious indicator when held to light, the multiple rows of 
“crowned CC” watermarks are a diagnostic occurring exclusively in this first issue, and never again used for 
British Honduras notes. Additionally, many other design details of the short-lived first issue belong uniquely to 
this 1894 Type. They are clearly altered in the very different next issue, which began a mere two months later. 


Only a trifling total number of whole examples are known of all denominations of the 1894 series. Please 
be aware that all are either issued notes or specimens. All specimens are identified by the word “cancelled” 
diagonally perforated across the body of the note, and if complete, the presence of the counterfoil. Any reference 
to “remainders” is erroneous, as they do not exist. 


The counterfoil of this specimen was to be permanently attached by its left edge to the emissions ledger record. If 
the note were to be issued, the counterfoil would have been imprinted with the same serial letter and number as the 
note, which would then be detached at its perforated edge and placed into circulation. Luckily for connoisseurs 
of magnificent quality notes, this example was destined to be protected from that fate and preserved in nearly 
pristine specimen form. We will conservatively grade it a bright and unmarked Extremely Fine or better.
